In claim 28, change "thermostable DNA polymerase" to "thermostable DNA 
polymerases". 

In claim 42, part (3), after "litoralis" insert a comma. 

In claim 43, part (3), after "leucine," delete "F:phenylalanine,". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a thermostable DNA polymerase having the amino acid 
sequence of Pyrococcus furiosus, Pyrococcus kodakaraensis KOD 1 or Thermococcus 
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litoralismth a single modification, wlierein tlie modification is tlie replacement of 
histidine (H) in the DIETLYH (SEQ ID NO:35) or DIETFYH (SEQ ID NO:36) sequence 
with another amino acid.
